Plate 90. — ■ Hercules Fountain in Augsburg, about 1600, 
from drawings of Prof. Fr. Thiersch in Munich. 

This master-piece of Decorative Art, executed in 
marble and bronze, is the most magnificent and finest 
of the various public fountains for which the ancient 
free town of Augsburg is justly celebrated. The figures 
of this fountain, which is triangular in plan, are due to 
Adrien de Vries, born in Holland 1560, a pupil of 
Giovanni da Bologna. De Vries lived in Augsburg 
during the last years of the 16th and beginning of 
the 1 7th century ; he made there the Mercury Fountain 
in 1599 and the work represented in our engraving 
in 1602.

Plate 96. — Earthenware Plate and Ornaments of Persian

There used to be employed for the ornamentation 
of the ceramic productions known by the general 
name, of "Persian* much arabesque work, flowers and 
plants, which creations of the vegetable kingdom 
were ably conventionalised in forms most appro- 
priate and elegant for the ornament on the flat. Such 
is the character of the object represented in our en- 
graving, which belongs to the "Rhodian Ware", a rich 
collection of which is met with in the Hotel Cluny 
in Paris. Very characteristic for this variety is a 
brilliant copper-green, and a bright red pigment, the 
latter so thickly laid on as to stand out in relief upon 
the surface of the piece. This kind of earthenware 
used to be manufactured during the 15th and 16th 
centuries at Lindus in the island of Rhodes by workmen 
who, as it seems, were kept in captivity by the Rho- 
dian knights. Generally plates and dishes, rarely more 
elegant vessels, were manufactured there by hand, and 
although extremely beautiful they represent but a 
coarse quality of the true Persian which were formed 
in moulds. Flowers and leaves sometimes tied together 
at the stem and spreading over the entire surface 
of the piece in graceful lines are again the leading 
decorative features of this ware.
